Speech May Defeat Gov. Preus 


(Continued from page 1) 


once begin to agitate for a change 
in our form of government,' 


"Her* is a charge tliat a large 


number of our immigrant* come 
here for the purpose of overthrow- 
ing the American government. This 
i:. simply not true. It is an assault 
on these people as bate as it Is 
false. That vast number of imjni- 
granti who have landed on our 
shores and scattered into the differ- 
ent states are, as a whole, industri- 
ous and loyal. We are here speak- 
ing of those who come to this coun- 
try in th« steerage. We are well 
aware that among the •flrit-clats 
passengers thtre havo com* to the 
United Statei tome more or less 
educated highbrows who have tried 
to make their living as agitators, 
but their efforts have, fortunately, 
not been crowned with success. t 
"Radicalism, dr whatever you*may 


please to call It, hat developed and 
flourished more among the so-called 
native-born in this country than 
among tho immigrants or their im- 
mediate descendants. 


"Take a look at the presi pub- 


lished in foreign language* in this 
country. Of the thousands of news- 
papers 
and 
kindred publications 


printed in some other language than 
English less than one per cent is of 
tho radical kind and not one of the 
radical papers published in a foreign 
language can boast of any large cir- 
culation. The radical prei<< of Amer- 
ica is published and edited almost 
entirely by the no-called native-born. 
By radical papers we mean 
such 


publications as 'The Appeal to Rea- 
son' with its 
million subscribers, 


'The New York Call,' which is as 
widely circulated 
and 
read, 
and 


others still more radical that we 
might mention. ,And so for every 
one of the radical agitators in this 
country of foreign birth that Gov- 
ernor Preus can point out wo shall 
agree1 to hand him half a dozen of 
native-born agitatorr, ruch as Hay- 
wood, for instance. 


"In another, part of his remark- 


able address at Monona park Gov- 
ernor Preus says: 
' 


" 'But Norwegians came to this 


country mainly for economic rea- 
son*, to bctUr their material condi- 
tions, to put money in their pockets.' 


"Thii com«s with particular ill 
grace from the governor, who is the 
grandson of • Norwegian immigrant 
and who is the chief executive of 
the state of Minnesota, where there 
are so many Norwegian ,birth or 
descent among his 
constituents. 


And, 
mark you, he gives the Nor- 


wegians this slap in the face imme- 
diately after he has just proclaimed 
in the same speech that the Puri- 
tans came to New England, the Bap- 
tists to Virginia, and Lord Balti- 
more to Maryland, not to put money 
into their pockets, but to secure re- 
ligious freedom. 


"When we study the question of 


immigration we look for the causes, 
the beginnings, those things that 
gave the first impulse to emigra- 
tion from a given country. We are 
not so much concerned with those 
who followed in their wake. 
''I have given some time and study 


to the subject of - emigration from 
Norway to the United States, and I 
may acid that rity 'father was one of 
the leaders of the first large exodus 
from Norway to America in 1836. 
And for the benefit of those who 
listened to Governor Preus' address 
and others who.may hear him dis- 
cuss the same subject elsewhere I 
want to show that tho first Norwe- 
gians, like the first Puritans, came 
to this country seeking an asylum of 
freedom. Just as the Puritans had 
their Mayflower in 1620 and as the 
Swedes on the Delaware had their 
Kalmar Nyckel in 1G38, so the Nor- 
wegians had their little sloop called 
Restaurationen (The ' Restoration) 
in 1825; and it was loaded with no 
less precious freight than the ships 
that landed immigrants at Plymouth 
Rock in Virginia, in Maryland, and 
in Pennsylvania. 


"If we go back to the year 1821, 


Just a hundred years ago this year, 
we shall find the beginning and the 
causes of the modern Norwegian 
emigration to the 
United States. 


Lars Larson, born in Stavanger, 
September 24, 1787, became a ship 
carpenter and served as such on 
board a Norwegian merchant ship. 
During the Nepoleonic war Russia 
compiled Denmark to make war on 
England, but was unable to prevent 
England from sending a flcot to the 
Sound, where a bloody naval engage- 
ment was fought on the second of 
April, 1S01. Six years later, in Sep- 
tember, 1807, to cross the plans of 
Napoleon, England bombarded Co- 
penhagen and captured the Danish 
fleet. The allies of Denmark afford- 
er her r.o protection. I may say, 
parenthetically, that at this time 
Norway was subject to Denmark as 
Ireland still i* to England. In the 
Danish war with England from 1807 
to 1814, of which the struggle with 
Sweden in 180-8 and 1809 was a mere 
episode, the commerce and finances 
of Denmark were ruined, and Den- 
mark as an ally of France was put 
on a war footing -with nearly all of 
Europe. 
At the peace which was 


secured in Kiel in in 1814 Denmark 
lost Norway and other .possessions 
and was left in a bankrupt condi- 
tion, 
"In the first year of this war, in 


1807, the ship on which Lars Lar- 
son was employed was captured by 
tho English and he and the rest of 
the crew remained prisoners of war 
for seven years. In 1814, that is im- 
mediately after the treaty at Kiel, 
he with the other prisoners was re- 
leased and he thereupon spent a 
year In London in the employ of a 
prominent Quaker lady, the widow, 
Margaret Allen, mother of Joseph 
and William Allen who at that time 
held high position! in the Britich 
government. 


"During the 
period of his im- 


prisonment and during his subse- 
quent sojourn in London Lars Lar- 
son had acquired a pretty thorough 
knowledge of the English language 
and he also became converted to the 
Quaker religion. Some of his Nor- 
wegian companions in captivity had 
likewise accepted the Quaker faith. 


In 1610 Lars Larson returned to 
Norway and he and his friends at 
once began to make propaganda 
for Quakerism and organized » So- 
ciety of Friends. Law Larson re- 
mained in hii native city of Star- 
anger and there he and Eliai Ta»tmd 
and Thomas and Metta Hille became 
the 
founders of the 
Society of 


Friendi in Norway. Thii eodety 
never became large and never ipread 
beyond the limits of Stavanger city 
and county, but still flourishes Mid 
today numbers about two hundred 
adult members. . • 


"The first Quaker meeting in Nor- 


way was held in Lars Larson's home 
•in 1816. He was not a married man 
at the time, but his deaf 'and dumb 
sister, 'Sara, kept house for him. At 
Christmas in 1824 he married Mar- 
tha Georglana Peerson, who was 
born October 10, 1803, at Fogn, a 
small island near Stavanger. 


"During tho time of which we are 


now speaking, Norway, particularly 
the southwest coast district, con- 
tained « large number of semi-diS; 
senters from the established church, 
the *o-callcd Haugians or Readers, 
followers of Hans Nielsen Hauge, a 
reformer born - in the eastern part 
of Norway, 'April 3, 1771. 
Though 


Hauge had only a common peasant 
education ho began to preach in 
1795. He protested against the ra- 
tionalism 
secularization 
then 


prevalent among the clergy of Nor- 
way. 
He advocated the right of 


laymen to preach and laid special 
stress upon 'the spiritual priesthood 
of all believers; while he was, on 
the other hand, charged with an 
extravagant undervaluation of an 
educated ministry, • of 
ordination 


and of the ceremonies adopted by 
the state church. As indicated, his 
zeal secured him many followers, 
particularly among the peasants, 
who 
did 
not, 
however, like the 


quakers, withdraw from the estab- 
lished church. Still they were look- 
ed upon with disfavor by the gov- 
erning class and their leader, Hans 
Nielson 
Hauge, was 
imprisoned 


from 1804 to 1814. He died March 
29, 1824. 


"It will be readily Been that the 


Haugiana looked upon their leader 
as a martyr and this fact intensified 
the strained relations existing be- 
tween the Haugians and the civil 
and religious rulers of the kingdom. 
I mention these facts here, as they 
will be found to have some bearing 
on the story I am now presenting. 


"It may be said without the least 


exaggeration that many of the gov- 
ernment officials, not only those who 
had charge of secular affairs but 
also 
the 
servants of the church 


were inclined to be arbitrary and 
overbearing and all dissenters from 
the Lutheran church, which -was the 
state religion, -were more or less 
persecuted by those in authority. 
The treatment 
accorded to Hans 


Nielsen Hauge is evidence of this. 
Although he was guilty of no crime 
known to the code of morality and 
although he was one of the most 
earnest, sincere Christians in all the 
land, he, like John Bunyan in Eng- 
land, was made to languish for 10 
long years within the walls of a 
prison simply because he had pro- 
found religious views and insisted 
upon practicing them. 
Of course, 


the preaching without being or- 
dained and licensed was at that time 
an infringement on the laws of Nor- 
way All the followers 
of 
Hauge 


were made to feel more or less .the 
keen/ edge of scorn by their supe- 
riors. 


"But the persecution of the Quak- 


ers is particularly a dark chapter in 
the modem ecclesiastical history of 
Norway. On a complaint from the 
local s^ate priest the sheriff would 
come and take the children by force 
from the Quaker families and bring 
them to the priest to be baptised. 
Quakers were fined for not going 
to the holy communion. 
Parents 


were compelled to have their chil- 
dren confirmed and even the dead 
were exhumed from their graves, in 
order that they might be buried ac- 
cording to the 
Lutheran 
ritual. 


These cruel facts are perfectly au- 
thenticated and there is not a shad- 
ow of dotrbt that this disgraceful 
intolerance on the part of the offi- 
cials in Norway as in the case of 
the Huguenots in France and the 
Puritans and Quakers in England 
was one of the main causes of the 
first large exodus from Norway to 
the United States, 
and the mere 


fact that the first Norwegian emi- 
gration began in Stavanger county 
and that the emigrants were dis- 
senters from the established church 
is, I insist, conclusive proof of this 
view. Here it was that Lars Lar- 
son, 
Elias Tastad, and Thomas and

"In the city of St»vanf*r and in 


the adjoining county many had bwn 
converted in the Quaker doctrine and 
then were no Quaken in Norway 
outside of SUvanger county. 
"A§ in all land* and tim«§, t.ie 


beginning of emigration can often 
be traced to religions intolerance 
and persecution. Did not France 
loie heJf • million of her most de- 
sirable dtizeni on account of the 
persecution of the Huguenot* 7 Did 
not the Bttguenote flee to Switzer- 
land, Holland, England and Amer- 
ica T Wherever they eettled they 
brought with them art and manu- 
facture and the refinements of civ- 
ilitation, and so- they enriched their 
adopted country. And what of the 
Pilgrim Fatheri who landed at 
Plymouth in 1620 and founded the 
first lettlement in New England? 
Were they not men of strong, minds, 
good judgment, and sterling char- 
acter? 
And did they not rigridly 


conform their lives to their princi- 
ples? Persecution led them to emi- 
grate and In New England they «ra-' 
bqdied their principles in a frame- 
work of government on which as a 
most etable foundation our own 
American republic 'has been built 
up. 


"History repeats itself in Norway 


in the early years of the nineteenth 
century and the Kestaurationen left 
Norway on the fourth of July, 1826, 
because Quakers were not permitted 
to worship God according to the 
dictates of their own conscience. 
Tho story of William Penn is ex- 
actly duplicated in Norway. 


"Of course, I do not.deny that the 


emigrants alio considered, the eco- 
nomic sido of the question in select- 
ing the place where they intended 
to settle. 
They hoped to better 


their material as ivell ns their re- 
ligious conditions. 
It should also 


be remembered that there was a 
widespread feeling of suspicion and 
distrust among the common folk of 
Norway against tho office-holding 
class. 
There were many unprin- 


cipled 
officials 
who 
exacted ex- 


orbitant and even unlawful fees for 
their services. With such officials 
ordinary politeness to the common 
man was out of the question. Thus, 
poverty, oppression on the part of 
ofllcials, and religions persecution, 
co-operating in turning1 the minds 
of the people in Stavanger city and 
county toward the land of freedom, 
equality and abundance in -^he faj 
west. 


"In 1821 the 
Quakers in Stav- 


anger sent a representative, Kleng 
Peerson, to America to investigate 
conditions on this side of the At- 
lantic. He met 
Quakers in New 


York and they assisted him in se- 
curing a tract of land in Orleans 
county, New York, on the shores of 
Lake Ontario, as a home for Nor- 
wegian Quakers who 
decided to 


come to this 
country. Kleng re- 


turned to Norway in 1824 and made 
a favorable report. The next year, 
1825, Lara Larson, -whom I have 
mentipned several times, bought a 
sloop 
and in it 52 Ouakers 
left 


Stavanger on the Fourth of July 
bound for Now York. They landed 
in New York on the 10th of Octo- 
ber, 53 in number, a little girl, later 
Mrs. Atwater, having been\:.orn on 
mldocean. 


"After arriving in New York, 


these Norwegian immigrants were 
cared for by the Quakers of that 
city and safely conducted to their 
new homes in Kendall, Orleans 
county, 'New York, 
where was 


founded the first Norwegian set- 


tlement in America since its redis- 
covery by Columbus, 


'IBeing a son of one of these Star- 


anger Quakers' myself, I havt na- 
turally taken a deep interest in 
their history. . 1 have visited the 
Quaken in Stavanger, Norway/ and 
I, have 
corresponded 
extensively 


with gome of those who came in the 
sloop and with their children. And 
I know whereof I speak when I say 
with all the emphasis that I can put 
into the words' and with all the Vik- 
ing and Quaker energy there still is 
in my> Norse blood that these first 
Norwegian immigrants' did not come 
to America to put money in their 
pockets but to secure religions and 
political freedom, 


"My father, 
Biorn 
Anderson 


Kvelve, joined tho Quakers in Nor- 
way. He was not a-passenger on 
the sloop, but he kept in close touch 
with them by correspondence and 
the letters he received from Ken- 
dall, N«w York, induced him to be- 
come one of the leaders and pro- 
moters of the first large exodus of 
Norwegians to America. In 1836, 
two emigrant ships left Stavanger 
in the spring of that year loaded 
with emigrants and irf one of them 
came my father, mother and two 
brothers, 
And, surely, my' father 


came here not for tha purpose of 
putting money in his pockets but 
because he knew that here he would 
find religious and political freedom. 


"May I not add that the grand- 


father of Governor Preus, who for 
many years was the head of the 
Norwegian Lutheran Synod in this 
country, did not come to America in 
the early '50's to put money in his 
pockets but to bring the gospel to 
his countrymen who had settled in 
Wisconsin? 


"A wave of knownothinpism dur- 


ing the war threatened nil Amer- 
icans who were able to speak more 
than one language. 
It developed 


into genuine persecution. But now 
that the war is ended and won, we 
think it is time that this wave of 
kaaw-nothingism 
should 
subside, 


The fact that we are polyglot, that 
we can read the intellectual products 
of all the civilized countries in the 
world is one of our most valuable 
assets, and surely it is no crime to 
be able to speak another language 
besides English. With every addi- 


tional language you learn, there 
opens to you a new horiaon. • • 


"While we have been compelled 


to present such a gloomy picture of 
conditions in Norway in the early 
part of tho nineteenth century, it 
is our duty and we are happy to be 
able to state- that things ,have 
changed radically for the better 
there since then. A broad religious 
tolerance has found its 
way into, 


Norway, the 
best of educational 


law* have be«n enacted, and the 
official class, as a rule, both deserve 
and get the respect of the humblest 
citizens. Doubtless thc largo emi- 
gration had a tendency to make the 
officials 
less 
overbearing. 
They 


were in danger of losing the brain 
and brawn of the common people if 
they did not modify their treatment 
of them. 
It is due to Norway to 


emphasize the fact that the Norway 
of today is in no way subject to tho 
criticism we have made upon the 
Norway of the first half and partic- 
ulary of the first third of the nine- 
teenth century. 


"About 1840 a more humane and 


progressive spirit .began to control 
the legislature and government of 
Norway, thanks to Henrik Worge- 
land, to Olo Gabriel Ueland, to Ole 
Vig, to Marcus Thrane, to A. M. 
Schweigaard, and to many other 
heroes of reform and a number of 
laws have been passed completely 
remodeling the old and narrow in- 
stitutions of Norway. 
Laws pro- 


moting religious liberty were passed 
in 1842, in 1846, and in 1851., Thia 
liberal spirit culminated 
in 
thc 


abolition of the constitutional pro- 
vision against the right of Jews to 
reside in Norway, In line vrith this 
progress trial by jury was adopted 
in 1887 and introduced in 1890. The 
tendency since 1S40 has been stead- 
ily toward more freedom and wider 
opportunities for all classes of citi- 
zens and 
this change was in no 


small degree caused by the great 
exodus of Norwegians who -left the 
country not only to better, their 
economic conditions but ns a, protest 
against oppression."

EMBERS of the Senate Committee on Interstate Commerc 
set a new high mark for the tides of reaction, which have 


characterized this 67th Congress, when they refused to hear ah> 
protest by the spokesmen of 2,000,000 organized railway work 


r era njrainst the Townsend bill, which permits the sale of $500, 


000,000 of Government securities and the sale of $1,000,000,000 
of railroad securities for the payment of railroad claims agains 
the Government. 


Watson of Indiana and Kellogg of Minnesota engineered the 


bold coup by which all discussion by the public was forbidden 
and this legislative infamy was started on its way to enactment 
On the roll call which adopted Watson's motion closing the sub 
ject against hearings, they were joined by Frelinghuysen ot 
New Jersey, McLean of Connecticut, Townsend of Michigan and 
Poindexter of Washington. La Follette of Wisconsin, Stanley of 
Kentucky, Pittmnn of Nevada and Pomerene of Ohio voted in 
favor of permitting witnesses lo be heard. 


L. E. Sheppard, president of the Order of Railway Conduc- 


tors, who was to have spoken far the transportation brother- 
hoods, and Wm. H. Johnston, president of the International As- 
sociation of Machinists, who appeared for the Railway Em- 
ployes' Department of the A. F. of L., and Wm. G. McAdoo, for- 
mer Director General of Railroads, were the three men against 
whom Watson's shut-out trick was aimed. Sheppard and Johns- 
ton replied with the statement, issued to the public, that— 


'The action today of the majority of the Senate Committee 


on Interstate Commerce in denial of a hearing on the Townsend 
bill to us, as spokesmen of the railroad labor organizations, is a 
procedure of the most im-Amcrican, tyrannical and autocratic 
nature it has ever been our experience to meet with-in appearing 


„ before Congressional committees. 


"We.wish to protest to the American people against this 


action of these Senators. THIS IS ONLY ONE MORE EVI- 
DENCE OF 'RAILROAD OWNERSHIP OF GOVERMENT' AS 
CONTRASTED WITH OUR DEMAND FOR PUBLIC OWNER 
SHIP OF RAILROADS." 


La Toilette and Stanley I'ought stubbornly to prevent the 


success of the Watson-Kellogg maneuver. Watson and Kellogg 
were nervous and irritable. They were determined to rush the 
proceedings along. Stanley denounced the "steam roller" tac- 
tics they were employing. Townsend, in the chair, denied that 
the administration was giving orders to the committee, as Stan- 
ley asserted to be the case. Watson admitted that the railroad 
corporation had been given two months .of hearings, while rail- 
road labor—"the other side"—had not been heard on the gen- 
eral situation of railroad finances and the reasons for their col- 
lapse. Yet he insisted that this Townsend railway-claims bill, 
involving a monster fund of a billion and a half dollars, to be 
controlled by Jas. W. Davis, director general of railroads, with- 
out review of whatever extravagant "payments" he might make 
to the railroads, should be enacted on the basis of testimony re- 
ceived only from the companies, and without giving the railroad 
workers a chance to prove the testimony false.
